The hod carriers’ and bullding laborers’
unions have served notice upon the bullding
contractors that on and after March 10 the
rate of wages ahnll be 30 cents per hour for
mortar men and 27% cents per hour for
other laborers. The comirsctors have 80
far taken no action on the demand. The
carpenters have demanded 50 cents an hour
and the painters 37% cemts an hour, the
former union increasing ita scale 10 cents
per hour and the latter 5 cents per hour.
It is belleved the demand of the painters
will be conceded immediately, while that
of the carpenters Is upder consideration.
